FORMERIlX OF ONJEOXTA. 


IJeou Walcasok .Writes of His Experi- 


ences as Prisoner of Germans. 


Leon Walczok was formerly a resi- 


dent of Oneonta, but when the war 
broke out he felt the same patriotic 
urge which impels our boys now to 
anlist. Accordingly he set sail for Rus- 
sia and joined the army of his coun- 
trymen. A letter received this week 
by his brother-in-law, Gileo Glnko, of. 
this city, tells of his more or less un- 
pleasant experiences since leaving: Am- 
erica. 


Walczok, after a considerable period 


of service in the Russian army, was 
made prisoner about two years ago in 
the Riga sector. 
However, he made 


his escape and was captured, and for 
punishment and doubtless as a deter- 
rent' to other prisoners, had one ear 
cut off. Later he escaped again and 
was a second time captured, losing' a 
part oj-' his nose. A third escape and 
recapture resulted in the slitting off 
of .a part of his tongue. 
Unterrified 


by failures, however, the residue of 
Walczfek made a fourth escape and he 
is now residing on a farm In his na- 
tive section of Russia.

SMALL PAVING BLOCKS USED 


Ar« Proving Popular In Rural 


Region* in Europe — First Laid

For a number ot years country roads 


In parts of Germany, Austria and oth- 
er European countries have been paved 
with small cubes of stone but It Is not 
so generally known that small-block 
pavements have been laid In the Unit- 
ed States. They are believed to have 
been Introduced first by J. T. McClln- 
tock, county superintendent' of Monroe 
county, N. Y. Alter an experience of 
ten years or so, he recommends the 
use of blocks of vitrified clay, meas- 
uring 2% inches oa each side. These 
are laid on n base of gravel, macadam, 
concrete or broken slag, -which Is usu- 
ally made wider than the pavement 
ln~ order to support the gravel or brok- 
en stone laid beside the cubes to form 
hard shoulders to carry vehicles that

are forced to turn out of the main 
roadway. During tlie last year about 
six miles of such pavement were put 
flown In the county. 


Sir. SIcCUntock holds that this type 


of construction Is desirable where a 
substantial base Is already ia place, as 
in the cose of an old gravel or ma- 
cadam road -which Is not worn out, or 
a base can be constructed at low cost. 
The vitrified blocks nre often laid by 
unskilled labor, properly supervised; 
•with entirely satisfactory results. 


Another type of small-block pave- 


ment was recently laid on the Morris- 
town turnpike In New Jersey, which 
carries a heavy traffic. There Is. a sec- 
tion of this road about 1,200 feet long 
having a 7 per cent grade, where It 
was decided to try small granite 
blocks in the hope that their numerous 
joints would reduce the tendency to 
slip and skid on this rather steep 
slope. The blocks are 3 to 4-Inch cubes 
and were laid on a thin foundation. 
They were not laid In rows but 
In curved lines, forming a mosaic pat- 
tern, and the joints were filled with 
fine stone and a grout of cement and 
sand.

ties in Belgium, both military and ci- 
vilian, will be directed, in co-operation 
with existing organizations there. The 
department is under the charge of Er- 
nest P. Bieknell, formerly director gen 
«ral of civilian relief of the American 
Red Cross, and now deputy commis- 
sioner to Europe. Uev. John Voa 
Schaick of Washington, D. C-, is assist- 
ing him. , , 


Help Rectore Belgium, 


The Belgian department v, as formed 


by Maj. Grayson M. P. Murphy, head 
of the Red Cross commission to En- 
tope, after advisement wiLh. the king 
and queen of Belgium, and Brand 
Whitlock, United States- mini-ster to 
Belgium, cordially approved the plan, 
•which he said he knew was particu- 
larly pleasing to the Belgian govern- 
ment. 


The -widespread- devastation by the 


Germans, Baron de Moorseltieported, 
Is receiving the attention of the Bel- 
Iglan department of the American Red 
Cross commission in co-operation -with 
the Belgian government, as fast as the 
territory is taken from Germany. 
When a village is recovered, certain 
officials and picked groups of refugees 
are allowed to start rehabilitating it. 
The Bed Cross .furnishes them with 
the tools and implements necessary to 
get them on thelr,ieet; as, work pro- 
stesses more refugees are allowed to 
return to the village. This js the part 
Jhe American Hed Cross plays in re- 
itorlng the land of Belgium. 


"The general feeling throughout Bel- 


gium," said Baron de Moorsel, "is that 
it is through the agency of America 
that the Belgian people will .achieve 
their deliverance. Only those of us 
who have actually seen conditions 
there can realize what the American 
Red Cross Is doing for the soldiers and 
civilians of Belgium. The people are 
utterly dependent upon America for 
the necessaries of life, and venerate 
the Stars and Stripes accordingly. 


Efficiency la Marvelou*. 


The Hed Cross -would be more en- 


thusiastically supported by the people 
of this country if they lincw how every 
bit of money or labor that they might 
tontribute would be used in Belgium. 


"The efficiency of lie American Bt-a 


Cross activities in Belgium Is marvel- 
ous.

.•machinery. 
There seems to be no 


waste of materials or effort. And the 
Hed Cross workers there show by their 
earnestness that the spirit back o£ 
their work is not gain or porsonal 
honor, but service to humanity,"

Disregard Judge's Charge. 


After the coroner's jury had brought

BIG PROBLEM IN FINANCE 


Story «f Metal's Rise In Value In War 


Times Rsseiit Like Romance—Rus- 
sian Ruble and Indian Rupee Are 
Worth Mere ac Bullion Than a* 
Honey. 


Silver has advanced In price by sev- 


en-leagued strides for a considerable 
time. Everything in the present mar- 
ket for precious metals points to the 
probability that the rise will continue. 


The story of silver* since the war 


began is one of the romances of the 
great struggles. So recently as 1909 
the commercial ratio of gold to silver 
was stated at 39.74. For 1904 it was 
given as 37.49; silver has therefore 
slightly more than double In value, as 
compared to the nominal quotations of 
gold since the- first of the war. 


This, however, Is not really BO aston- 


ishing as It seems at first glance. De- 
spite Its use as subsidiary money all 
over the world, silver Is still merely a 
commodity, and Its increase is only a 
little less thpn that of other commodi 
ties. The'Economist's index figure at 
the end of July,'l914, was 116.6; at the 
end of August, 1917, it was 257.1. 


Sllver has gone up In value as com- 


pared to gold, but sot as compared to 
commodities. It has actually fallen a 
trifle In comparison with the average 
of commodities. Measured in gold the 
price of sliver is higher today than It 
has been for 30 years. 


One of the problems of the financial 


world is this of silver. Everybody 
knows that whenever the bullion value 
of a coin gets above Its monetary value 
there Is a tendency to withdraw the 
coin from circulation, melt it down and 
sell it as bullion. In various countries 
silver coins are right now worth more 
as bullion than as money. 


Ruble Worth More as Bullion. 


For example, the Russian ruble was 


worth before the war 61 cents as 
money, but its bullion value was much 
less. When the price of silver bullion 
got to 50 pence, or SI, per ounce, the 
silver In the Russian ruble was worth 
2s. 7%d., or 63 cents. If one could get 
hold of a few tons of rubles at thelt 
nominal price, melt them down auc 
offer them for sale in the London silver 
market it would be a fine speculation 
The effect is that the ruble disappears 
from ordinary circulation. The Russian 
paper ruble was quoted at the same 
time as worth only 6%., or 13 cents 
Russia Is thus on a paper basis, with a 
sadly 
depreciated stock of paper 


money. 
.,,,^BetQte the. watugold coins circulate! 
as freely In England from hand to hanc 
and pocket to pocket as they used to 
do In the American mountain regions 
and Pacific West. Today if one should 
have a gold sovereign offered to him 
out of the shopkeeper's cash register 
It would constitute an Incident almost 
important enough to divide attention 
with the situation in Sweden. 


The amount of new 'silver coinage In 


England Is very large, while In France 
it Is so great that silver- coins of pre 
war years are rather exceptional as 
compared with those of the last three 
years. 


The demand for sliver at the mints 


promptly started the price upward. Be- 
fore the United States and Canada 
Came into the war both were still ex- 
porting silver, but now China Is reach- 
Ing out for all the white metal she 
can get, while the -United States Is 
moved to conserve Its silver supplies 
for exactly the same reason that the 
European allies are adopting that 
'course. 


India has a genius for disturbing the 


mon«y metal market. A few years ago 
financial authorities were worried be- 
cause India was constantly pulling In 
gold from all over the world and bury- 
ing It. The wiseacres of finance agi- 
tated themselves vastly about what be- 
came of the gold that got to India. 
The country's appetite for the metal 
seemed unsalable. 


Rupee Exceeds Its Face Value. 


Recently the advancing price of sil- 


ver has Increased the difficulty of the 
situation In India. The silver rupee 
is now considerably more valuable as 
bullion than as money. So there is tho 
temptation to hoard the coins or to 
melt them down and sell the bullion 
back to the mints. The government la 
under the necessity of maintaining a 
steady supply of money, and this s 
atlon causes difficulties that do not 
need to be described. 


The government of India has'taken 


steps to prohibit all Imports of sliver 
Into the country except on government 
account, the government taking palng 
to discourage hoarding and melting by 
every possible means. The Indian 
stock of sliver has within the last year 
fallen to a point described as danger- 
ously low, and It Is proposed to supple- 
ment It by Increasing the Issues ol 
paper money. 


Worka Both Ways.
